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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen which was composed of Alfred M. Cote, 
Thomas E. Nicholson and Raymond Dalpe, organized for the year 
1957, with Alfred M. Cote being voted as Chairman. 


State Audit: The Board requested the State Division of Accounts 
to conduct an audit of receipt and expenses for the year 1957 of all 
departments and all were verified and checked in detail. 


Fire Dept.: This department was very ably managed by Chief 
Kornicki and reflects once again the zeal and energy the members of 
both the Fire, Forest Fire and Rescue division show. 


This department is one of the better equipped fire and rescue 
units for a town of this size, but must be maintained at its present 
level, by appropriations large enough for this purpose and a pumper 
should be acquired in the near future. 


Veterans: James Wrenn has operated this board with a business 
acumenship that has been splendid and has the admiration of this 
board and veterans for the problems are many and complex. 


Highways: Wilfred Arcand as Supt. of Highways is doing such 
a terrific and credible task that little can be said as his performance 
speaks for him. 


Highway improvements will continue as in the past and Route 
126 will be considered as in dire need in some places and should be 
extended towards Route 140 so the Selectmen could petition the State 
to accept Route 126 as a State Highway. 


Health: This Board feels that more money should be appropri- 
ated to rectify and greatly improve conditions at the town dump and 
will present same at the Annual Town Meeting. 


Town Buildings: An addition to the Fire Station in the Center 
will be presented to the people for approval. 


Police Dept.: The Board of Selectmen will propose a plan to 
rejuvenate the police department and put this on a schedule of three 
officers in conjunction with a plan for radio coverage thus assuring 
the townspeople of a prowl car always alerted. 


We wish to thank all the people of Bellingham and various de- 
partmental heads for their splendid cooperation this past year.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
As Chief of the Fire Department and as Forest Fire Warden, I 
hereby wish to submit the following combined report for the Fire 
Department, Forest Fire Department and the Ambulance-Rescue 


Division. 


The alarms answered by the above mentioned departments are 


as follows: ; 
Fire Department Calls 39 
Forest Fire Department Calls 118 
Ambulance-Rescue Division Calls 101 
Total 258 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks and say, “well done,” to the 
officers and men of both stations for their splendid cooperation and 
untiring efforts in maintaining the department at topnotch fighting 
strength. 


There has been an increase of emergency calls to the combined 
departments of 69 per cent over last year. I believe this can be at- 
tributed to the increase in population in the Town and to the severe 
drought which was experienced in 1957. 


The two-way radios have been a very definite asset in coordinating 
the activities of the Fire Departments and the Ambulance-Rescue 
Division. 

The Training Director, Mr, Edmond Gentes, of the Ambulance- 
Rescue Division has a thoroughly trained group of men who are quali- 
fied in all phases of first-aid, oxygen therapy and rescue work. These 
men attend regular training and practice sessions and at present 
three members of the Ambulance-Rescue Division are qualified First- 
Aid Instructors. 


In regard to the Ambulance-Rescue Division, the actual cost of op- 
erating and maintaining same has cost the Town less than one dollar 
($1.00) per day. 


I realize that Mutual Aid has cost the Town a considerable amount 
of money. However, since we are assured that we may rely on all 
adjoining towns to furnish the same Mutual Aid protection for our 
Town, I hope it is considered a good insurance policy. 


Under Chapter 451 of the Acts of 1957, the Town is to be reim- 
bursed for all forest fires incurred between May 1, 1957 through and 
including May 12, 1957, regardless as to whether the fire occurred in 
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Bellingham or any town that Bellingham assisted during this period. 


The Department is very thankful to the Highway and Water De- 
partments for their fine cooperation in keeping us informed of all 
highways and hydrants under repair. 


The budget, approved by the Board of Selectmen, being sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee is smaller than the actual expendi- 
tures of 1957. 


For a town the size of Bellingham, we have as well an equipped 
Department as any town of comparable area and population. However, 
looking forward, it is a must that the town of Bellingham procure a 
750-gallon per minute pumper to coincide with the growth of the 
town, in order that the Department will be able to maintain sufficient 
protection to keep loss of lives, homes and properties down to a 
minimum. 


I also wish to express my sincere thanks to the Board of Select- 
men for their splendid cooperation and understanding which they 
have given to the Department.

A 48” Cement Pipe Culvert was installed on Cross Street 36 Feet 
in width and 2 new head wall made of stone. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


A Road Mix-in-Place was done in front of the north Belling- 
ham Church for a distance of 1400 feet, and other distance was done 
from Scott Hill Blvd. on So. Main St. 1380 feet Southerly. 


This work was done under Chapter 80 Maintenance as per agree- 
ment between the Board of Selectmen and the State Engineers and 
your Superintendent of Streets. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


Widening of So. Main Street to 30 feet width a distance of 2,650 
feet, from North Street to the bottom of Boudreau’s Hill. The street 
was widened from 13 or 14 feet wide in some places to 30 feet in 
width. It used to create a traffic bottleneck at the bottom of this hill 
and we had a very bad curve at the corner of Center Street. Now it 
gives motorists a better view along the entire stretch. Drainages have 
been installed, 


A Road Mix-in-Place was done on last year’s balance on So. 
Main Street, a distance of 3,666 feet from the end of last year. Con- 
struction running Southerly. 


This work was done under Chapter 90 Construction as per agree- 
ment between the Board of Selectmen and the State Engineers and 
your Superintendent of Streets. 


Chapter 718 of the Act of 1956

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1957 PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


This year showed up the true meaning of our duties with the 
handling of a sub-division of land containing 50 lots and the release 
of 25 of them, The co-operation received from this developer (Happy 
Hills) made our task much easier and also got us into the “feel” of 
things by handling the largest sub-division to date. It put us in a po- 
sition to ask a lot of questions and with the answers it will make us 
more capable in dealing with future sub-dividers, 


With this development, and possibly another development in the 
north end of town, along with continued individual building, and with 
one of our largest water takers (Packard Milis) also at this end of 
town, we look to the future and say that serious consideration should 
be given to the location of a water well here to better serve these 
people both health-wise as well as for better fire protection. 


The appointment of a building inspector by the Selectmen this 
year is a step in the right direction for municipal planning. With 
building codes and rules and regulations governing same it will stop 
individuals and mainly developers from erecting anything but suitable 
homes for buyers, thereby making our town more attractive. 


It will be expected that the building inspector and/or Selectmen 
will co-operate closely with the Planning Board as well as the Board 
of Assessors. This co-operation will mean more revenue through taxa- 
tion and from our angle a closer check on possible sub-dividers. 


Some towns around us have after years of thought and planning 
gone a step further than just Building Inspector, the following are 
some of the actions they have taken, not necessarily all of them, but 
a selection of a number of them: 


Size of building lots. 
Location of a building on a lot. 


Zoning of town into residentiel, business, industrial and farming. 


There are many more things in the form of by-laws that control 
future planning of a town. 


It is our duty, and we have been working diligently on this matter 
so that we can when the time presents itself put before the towns peo- 
ple something concrete for them to thrash over and accept or reject. 
We will, to get the pulse of feeling on zoning have meetings with dif- 
ferent groups of farmers, business men, home owners and town Officials, 
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It is the Boards unanimous feeling that living in the shadows 
of Woonsocket, a city of 52,000, with much publicity in the last couple 
of years about their Planning Board and it’s actions, has made the 
people of Bellingham more plan conscious and they in turn look to 
us for action. 


We assure you that time and thought is being expended but we 
are not going to jump into the water (just for the sake of getting 
wet) until we have ALL learned to swim.

Another substantial increase in valuation was realized in 1957, 
an increase of over a half a million dollars, however, this increased 
revenue did not suffice to meet the ever increasing budget, therefore 
the rate to be raised to meet the town’s operating expenses. 


At the time of this report it seems safe to assume that the town’s 
valuation will not increase much more than $300,000 this year, which 
means that the utmost economy will have to be exerted at this year’s 
annual town meeting to prevent too big an increase in our 1958 tax 
rate. 


The Board again received good ccoperation during the past year 
from taxpayers, town officials and the State Department of Corpora- 
tions.

The following is a report of my work as Physician to the Board 
of Health for the year 1957. 


Antigen Clinics were held on April 5th, 8th, 29th, May 3rd, 21st, 
and 23rd. 36 children received the three protective doses. 34 chil- 
dren received the booster doses. 152 school children also received 
the booster doses. 


Polio Clinics were held on January 3rd, 4th, 7th, 8th, 9th, May 13th 
and May 14th. 


Vaccination clinic was held on June 7th. 75 children were vac- 
cinated. 


We also held clinics at the Assumption School, South Bellingham 
and it is obvious that the school enrollment is increasing tremendously.

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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


This Department’s expenditures are under control of State and 
Federal Governments. A breakdown of the Department’s expenditures 
during 1957 is as follows: 


Total expenditures $6,233.82 
Less Federal reimbursements 3,303.66 
2,930.16 
Less State reimbursements 1,371.74 
Net cost to taxpayers of Bellingham $1,558.42 


Because of a difference in fiscal years,, the actual sum collected 
by the town from the Federal Government during 1957 was $3,105.72, 
and from the State $1,677.87. In addition the Federal Government gave 
$357.88 for administration and the State $178.49. 


As compared with the 1956 expenditures in 1956 $8,548.23 was 
spent with a net cost of $2,138.77. The 1957 expenditures represent a 
sharp decrease. . 


During the year money collected by the Town for past aid render- 
ed, the sum of $296.76 was assigned to Federal, $392.78 to the State 
and Bellingham retained $233.19. 


In 1958 expenditures will be probably near the 1957 level. 


REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


This Department’s expenditures are under State and Federal con- 
trol, During the year the board aided 11 cases involving 28 persons. 


A breakdown of Departmental costs is as follows:

Because of a difference in fiscal years the Town actually collected 
$5,002.18 from the Federal Government and $3,517.56 from other towns. 
The net cost to taxpayers of Bellingham for money expended in 1957 
is but 15.8% of the total cost. The Federal Government also shared in 
the cost of A.D.C. administration with a payment of $1,234.53 due for 
1957 as compared with 1956 expenditures. The total Departmental 
costs were $13,828.07 in 1956 and $9,532.82 in 1957. With a net cost of 
$3,102.55 in 1956 against $1,513.57 in 1957. This sharp drop in expendi- 
tures in 1957 cannot be expected in 1958, but it still may have a lower 
cost than 1956. 
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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


During the year the Bureau aided 95 cases. The cost of payrolls 
in 1957 was higher than in 1956. This can be attribuited to the follow- 
ing: a) The budgets for all cases were adjusted in September 1957, with 
a 5.7% increase and other adjustments which caused a sharp increase 
in costs b) Rest home rates were made current, and later increased at 
rate of 75 @ per day. c) heavier hospital costs d) heavier average 
case load. e) non citizens were eligible for a full year instead of less 
than 2 months in 1956. 


It is well to remember that the administration of Old Age Assist- 
ance operates on rules and regulations that are set up by the State 
of Mass., and the Federal Government, All Paymnts are subject to 
their approval, and the payments are audited by Mass. and Federal 
Welfare auditors. A failure to comply with these regulations would 
subject the Town to penalties which would revoke their State and 
Federal shares, and leave Bellingham with the total cost to pay, It is 
easy to see that the Town has very little control over the amount to 
be paid in the operation and administration of Old Age Assistance. 


The Bellingham Bureau has to administer Old Age Assistance 
according to the law and to secure back from the State, Federal Gov- 
ernments and other towns as much as possible. The following figures 
will show how well this job was done:

Thus it may be seen that though the Department Payroll costs in- 
crcased from $70,955.85 in 1956 to $81,038.69 in 1957 the net cost only 
increased from $10,209.59 to $10,917.10. The net cost for 1957 to the tax 
payers of Bellingham is but 13.4% of the total cost. Because of the 
difference in fiscal years the Town actually collected $35,048.69 from 
the Federal Government and $31,712.29 from the State, and $720.92 
from other towns. During the year the town will also receive $2,569.13 
for administration for the year of 1957. 


During the year the Board recovered through liquidation of leins 
against OAA Recipients’ property, and other recoveries the sum of 
$1,718.26. The Federal Government and State and Local Government 
will each receive a share of this money. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WELFARE 


During the year the Board aided 43 cases involving 152 persons. 
Expenditures for the year increased from $19,364.30 in 1956 to $20,- 
584.96 in 1957. The following is a net operating cost for the Depart- 
ment in 1957.

Thus it can be seen that the net cost of money spent by the town 
for cases aided is but 13.5% of the total cost. Thus it can be seen that 
while the cost of cases aided in Bellingham increased from $16,502.18 
in 1956 to $18,747.74 in 1957, the net cost decreased from $3,384.34 in 
1956 to $2,593.38 in 1957. 


During the year the Department collected $12,286.73 from the 
State, and $2,684.69 from other towns. The collections will differ from 
the above costs of 1957 because of difference in fiscal years. In addi- 
tion the town will collect the sum of $635.61 from the Federal and 
State Governments for administration and automobile expenses. 


Business conditions in the area are poor at the present time and 
increased Welfare expenditures can be anticipated if this condition 
continues for any length of time. 


The Board of Welfare would like to extend appreciation to various 
Departments for their cooperation during the year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Bellingham: 


The Board of Water Commissioners organized with Mr. Wilrose 
A, Dalpe as Chairman, Bruno Santini and Arthur Ayotte the other 
members of the Board. Mr. Arthur Ayotte was appointed Clerk and 
Mr. Aram J. Gariepy Water Bill Collector. Mr. Roger Plouffe as water 
superintendent. 


Upon the resignation of Mr. Roger Plouffe, Mr. Arthur Ayotte was 
appointed Superintendent after resigning as water commissioner. 


The Sandby Gasoline Motor 


The standby gasoline motor and right angle gear drive, as per 
Town Meeting Approval of March 1957 was installed. This will elimi- 
nate the danger that existed in the event of power failure. The pump- 
ing capacity of the unit is equivalent to that of the electric motor. 


Office for Water Bill Payment 


The office of the water bill collector has been located in our new 
supply building on Wrentham Road, So. Bellingham since May of 1957. 
Office hours have been established for the convenience of the water 
customers. 


The office of the water superintendent is also located in this 
building with 24 hour telephone service. All records of the water 
department are on file in this office. This arrangement has more 
than fulfilled our expectations and many of the townspeople have 
commented on the convenience of these facilities. 


As public servants it is our earnest desire to develope a better 
community by means of intelligent water service and we intend to 
work toward that objective. 


We cordially extend an invitation to the citizens of Bellingham 
to inspect our pumping station and supply building at their convenience 
at this location. 


Water Shortage Widespread 


The nation’s water requirements, both per person, per industry, 
and total have grown enormously. Water shortages, once a peculiarly 
regional complaint, now afflict virtually every section of the country. 
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Today the nation’s cities require an average of 160 gallons of water 
per person per day. In other words, our need for water is not subject 
to the whims of prosperity or politics. It is a need inevitably present 
and a need that will inevitably grow. 


Our Town of Bellingham is no exception to these conditions. The 
three wells pumped to capacity during the months of June, July, 
August and September, while restrictions were in effect. 


There is no doubt in the minds of the Commission that meters 
would help, but at the present, the demand is far greater than our 
pumping capacity. Over 50 per cent of the water pumped is already 
metered, these being Industrial and Commercial users. 


Now that the distribution system is in good condition, we are 
placing special emphasis on increasing our water supply. 


A new well location was found in the Hartford Avenue area of 
North Bellingham. This sight has been approved by the Mass, State 
Sanitary Division. The water was tested and found to be of good 
cuality. An article for the further development of this well sight 
is inserted in the Town Wararnt, to be acted upon by the voters at the 
annual town meeting. 


It is essential to the welfare of every community that respon- 
sible citizens support conscientious public officials, in their efforts 
to insure an adequate water supply. 


In conclusion, the Board of Water Commissioners, wish to thank 
the Townspeople and all Town Officers for their help and co-operation 
during the year 1957.

In accordance with your instruction, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Bellingham for the period from 
December 1, 1956, the date of the previous examination, to December 
31, 1957, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection, were examined and reconciled with the books 
and reports in the town accountant’s office and with the records of 
the town treasurer. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed for the period 
covered by the audit, the receipts being checked with the treasurer’s 
books, and the payments being compared with the warrants authorizing 
them and with the treasurer’s records of payments. 


The appropriation accounts were checked with the town clerk’s 
record of town meeting proceedings, and the recorded transfers from 
the reserve fund were verified by comparison with the records of the 
finance committee. 
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The necessary adjusting entries were made, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town on December 31, 1957. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and checked 
with the records of the several departments collecting money for the 
town and with other sources from which money was paid into the 
treasury, while the payments were compared with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash 
book additions were verified, and the cash balance on December 31, 
1957 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office, by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit, and by certifiication of securities heid in safekeeping for 
the town. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes, 
the county retirement system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group 
insurance were examined and checked. The amounts withheld were 
compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts and the payments 
te the proper agencies were compared with the vouchers on file. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked in detail. The amounts added to the 
tax title accounts were compared with the tax collector’s books, while 
the recorded abatements and foreclosures were verified. The re- 
demptions and sales of tax possessions were checked with the treasurer’s 
recorded receipts, and the tax titles and tax possessions on hand De- 
cember 31, 1957 were listed and reconciled with the controlling ac- 
counts in the accountant’s ledger. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust 
and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were 
checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail, The taxes and excise outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists, 
were audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants issued for 
their collection. The cash book additions were proved and the reported 
payments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts. The abatements, as recorded, were compared with the asses- 
sors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title 
account were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the controlling accounts kept by the town accountant. 
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The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments were verified, the 
recorded collections were proved with the payments to the treasurer, 
the abatements as recorded were compared with the water and other 
departmental records of abatements granted, the unpaid water ac- 
counts added to real estate taxes 1957 were verified, and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
accounts. 


It is recommended that all departments sending out bills for 
collection notify the accountant promptly of the total amount of such 
bills, as well as of all abatements granted, so that his ledger may at 
all times reflect the true financial condition of the town. 


The waier department procedure of handling and recording charges 
and collections was again found to be inadequate and inaccurate, re- 
quiring considerable detailed checking that materially increased the 
time consumed in the audit, and accordingly the following recom- 
mendations are made: 


1. That the owner of record as shown by the individual customers’ 
records kept in the office of the water department be checked with the 
assessors’ records to determine their accuracy. 


2. That the water collector’s commitment book be revised and 
rewritten to conform with the office record of customers’ accounts, so 
as to facilitate the comparison of the records. 


3. That the monthly and the semi-annual commitments to the 
collector be prepared from and checked with the office record. 


4. That an effort be made to collect ail accounts promptly, and, 
if unpaid accounts are to be added to the annual tax bill, that it be 
done in accordance with the provisions of Section 42C, Chapter 40, 
General Laws. 


Further verification of the tax, excise, and water accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a rumber of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received it appears that the accounts, es now listed, are correct. 


The computation of the tax rate for the year 1957 was examined 
and checked. The records of abatements granted by the board of 
assessors were checked with the books cf the collector and the account- 
ant, while the warrants to the collector were listed ard compared with 
the detailed commitments. 


It is recommended that more care be taken to properly reconcile 
the warrants with the commitment lists before submitting them to 
the tax collector, and that the record of abatements granted be care- 
fully checked and footed before reporting to the accountant. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued, as 
well as of miscellaneous receipts, were examined and checked. The 
payments to the town were checked with the treasurer’s cash book 
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and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game were com- 
pared with the receipts on file. 


The surety bonds of the several officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The available records of departmental cash collections of the 
board of selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the wire 
inspector, as well as of the police, health, public welfare, veterans’ 
services, school, and library departments, and of all other departments 
collecting money or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts and with the respective 
ledger controls. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust and in- 
vestment funds. 


During the progress of the audit corporation was extended by the 
several town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee of Bellingham: 
Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I submit for your consideration my annual 
report as Superintendent of Schools. 


There have been several changes in our teaching staff during the 
year. Resignations were received from Miss Christine Wilson, Music 
Director; Mrs. Marjorie Sheehan, Art Supervisor; Mr. Jeremiah Kel- 
lett, of the High School faculty, and Miss Helen Keough, Mrs. Anna 
Callahan, and Mr. Charles Jones of the South School staff. Principal 
reasons for resignations have been “better positions” or “moved to 
other states.” Replacements have been as follows: Mrs. Helena Dow- 
ney for Miss Wilson, Music; Mr. Arthur E. Constine, Jr. for Mr. Kellett 
and Mrs. Agnes Duggan for Miss Keough. Mrs. Callahan resigned in 
January and Mr. Jones took over this position until June. Mrs. Ruth 
Burns replaced Mr. Jones when school opened in September. It was 
also necessary because of increased enrollment to engage two addi- 
tional teachers at the South School in September. Mrs. Alice Blasenak 
and Mrs. Dorothy Marshall were appointed to these positions. Up to 
this time it has been impossible to find an art supervisor to carry on the 
work of Mrs. Sheehan. 


The greatest educational achievement in many years was accom- 
plished in 1957. Namely, the construction of a new fourteen room 
elementary school. The Town voted to construct this school on a site 
already owned by the Town on November 30, 1956. Work began the 
following Spring and as this is written (December 27, 1957) this school 
plant is nearing completion. It should be ready for occupancy the 
latter part of January or early in February. When this new building 
is opened there will be a complete re-organization of our elementary 
grades, 1 through 8. Grades 1, 2, and 3 from the North section of Town 
will attend the North School. Grades 1, 2, and 3 from the Central 
section of the town will attend the new school. Pupils in grades 4, 5, 
and 6 from the entire town will attend the new school. Pupils in 
grades 7 and 8 from the entire town will attend the South School 
which will be organized on a Junior High School basis. The maximum 
size of a class in the elementary grades is considered to be from 25-30 
for the best instructional purposes. Upon re-organization it is planned 
not to have any class exceed 30 in number. All classrooms in the new 
building will be in use when the school is opened. The North, South, 
and Center Schools will each have one vacant room which will be 
used as a utility room or multi-purpose room, lunch, music, recreation, 
visual aids, study, art, and many other things. 


The new school building is large, pleasant, and functional. It has 
a large all-purpose room, 60 by 70 feet, which will be used for all of 
the above mentioned activities, and many more, as well as a modern 
cafeteria. It will have various other rooms such as remedial, teachers, 
and health, as well as office space and storage rooms. AII classrooms 
are exceptionally well heated, lighted, and ventilated. 
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It will be a school to be proud of and one that our children well 
deserve after more than three years of dual sessions in our South 
School. We hope that every parent and citizen will visit it and take 
pride in feeling that this fine school plant is ours, and furthermore, 
that it fills a most important gap in our over-all educational program. 


The continuing most urgent problem facing the educational de- 
velopment of the town is that of increasing school enrollment. The 
population is rising rapidly. The birth rate is three or four times that 
of a decade ago. Latest enrollment trends show that over the most 
recent eight-year period an average of 171 per cent more children 
enter school in grade one than were born six years previously. This 
means an alarming influx of new families moving into town. The 
total school enrollment has grown in ten years from 552 in 1947 to 924 
in 1957. Therefore, in this last ten-year period the enrollment has 
increased by 67 per cent. The greatest increases have occurred in the 
last few years. There were 91 more pupils on October 1, 1957 than 
there were on October 1, 1956. As this is written there are over a 
hundred more. All this is in spite of the fact that Assumption School 
had a registration of 359 on October 1, 1957. Another problem that 
must be faced is that the three old wooden schools, the North, South, 
and Center, are probably more than fifty years old and cannot be used 
for educational purposes much longer. They are obsolete and have 
long ago outlived their usefulness. They should be abandoned as 
soon as possible and a large new elementary school constructed in the 
northern half of the town. However, when the new school adjacent 
to the High School is opened and with the continued use of these three 
antiquated buildings, the problem will be eased for a year or two at 
the elementary level. That too long endured evil, double sessions at 
the South School, should be eliminated for at least one, two or three 
years, depending upon the population growth of the town. 


The dilemma is now going to be felt at the secondary level, grades 
9-12. From now on the High School enrollment is going to increase 
very rapidly. The following table shows the actual and predicted 
enrollment in grades 7 and 8 and in the High School for a twenty-year 
period, 1948-1967. All figures are as of October lst each year. The 
figures through 1957 are actual known figures, those from 1958 on are 
estimated.

It will be noted in these grades that the actual increase from the 
207 figure of 1948 to the 399 figure of 1957 is 92 per cent. In other 
words there are 192% more pupils at the junior-senior high level now 
than there were nine years ago in 1948. All enrollment predictions 
seem to indicate that this trend will continue, as the town’s pheno- 
menal growth took place during this period and this population increase 
is still going on. This problem is very serious. It is one that must 
be met without delay. A school building committee or a school 
planning committee should start working at once on a solution. In 
the meantime it would be wise for the Town to consider purchasing 
any land that might be available, or become available, for building 
sites. 


A number of clinics were held for the administration of Salk 
vaccine for the prevention of polyiomylitis. Dr. Shenker was ably 
assisted at these clinics by nurses from the Milford District Nursing 
Association and many volunteer workers. Approximately 6500 in- 
jections of Salk vaccine were given to children aged 6 months through 
19 years of age at these public clinics. These clinics began in 1956 
and were concluded in August, 1957. All school department personnel 
had the opportunity of receiving Asiastic flu inoculations in October. 


A one day conference, or workshop, was held in Whitinsville High 
School in October for all Principals and teachers in the elementary 
schools. All elementary personnel in the towns of Hopedale, Mendon, 
Upton, Uxbridge and Northbridge took part. The theme this year was 
of special significance because it was in the field of science and the 
improvement of science education at the elementary school level. Both 
general and small group meetings were held. Several of our Prin- 
cipals and teachers took an active part in planning and carrying out 
the program. This is the third or fourth year in which such confer- 
ences have been held and they are very beneficial to all of our teachers. 
These programs are planned well in advance each year through the 
cooperation of the Worcester State Teachers College and the Super- 
intendents of Schools in the participating towns. 


Each year, the latter half of May, a registration and visiting day 
is held for all children who plan to enter grade one the following 
September. Last year only 70 first grade children were registered. 
When school opened the Wednesday after Labor Day there were 104 
children in our first grades. This means that 34 did not enroll in May. 
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It is only a 67% registration and not very satisfactory. Books, supplies, 
and materials of various kinds must be ordered in the Summer for 
these children. It is also necessary to know how many children to 
expect and what schools they will attend in order to prepare adequately 
for them. All parents having children who will enter school next 
September are urged to register them during the registration days in 
May. Children must become 6 years of age on or before January 1, 
1959, in order to start school in grade one in September, 1958. 


Through the interests of many people, televised education is now 
in the formulative stage in Massachusetts. Many meetings have been 
held to discuss the possibilities of in-school television. As a result 
tentative organizational plans and program development have begun. 
Any school within the coverage area of WGBH-TV and of any other 
television stations broadcasting such programs can receive the pro- 
grams by merely tuning to the correct channel. At present, the 
greatest potential of in-school television in Eastern Massachusetts is 
on the elementary level. It is anticipated that these daily one-half 
hour programs will be inaugurated in the Spring of 1958. Undoubtedly 
considerable instruction will be in the field of science. 


The annual census and distribution of all minors in town between 
the ages of 3 and 16 was taken in October, 1957. Figures shown are 
as of October 1, 1957. The figures in this table will not necessarily 
agree with the figures in the Age-Grade Enrollment chart. The result 
of the annual registration of minors is as follows:

There were 161 children three years of age and 162 four years of 
age. One year ago there were 128 three-year-old children and 160 
four-year-old children. In the 5-16 age group there were 123 more 
persons on October 1, 1957 than there were on October 1, 1956. 

In conclusion I wish to express to you my sincere thanks for your 
assistance in making the school year a most successful one. I must 
also express my appreciation to Mr. Anthony C. Minichiello who so 
ably carried on for me as Assistant Superintendent of Schools during 
my illness this past year. The efforts and cooperation of the prin- 
cipals, teachers, school physician, school nurse, supervisors, towns- 
people and pupils is greatly appreciated. The work of the School 
Building Committee has been outstanding and has been of inestimable 
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value. This committee should be highly complimented for their 
achievement. The citizens of the town who voted for the construction 
of a new elementary school building must also be complimented and 
congratulated for making this fine school a reality.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Percy L. Rowe 
Superintendent of Schools 
Bellingham, Massachusetts 


Dear Mr. Rowe: 


I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report as Principal of 
Bellingham High School. 


The enrollment for the year, as of October 1, 1957, was 221. This 
is an increase of 10 students over October 1, 1956. The summary shows 
that there were 43 seniors, 40 juniors, 80 sophomores, and 58 freshmen. 


Bumper crops of children born in the immediate post war years 
now form a big bulge in the elementary school enrollment. This bulge 
will soon hit the high school. 


If we adjust the present eighth grade enrollment according to our 
figures for the past ten years, we should have an enrollment of about 
240 in September, 1958. With our present facilities, this should be 
about the limit that we can handle. Consequently, we are heading for 
trouble in 1959 because, if we make the same adjustment for the pres- 
ent seventh grade enrollment, we should have an enrollment of around 
270 in September, 1959. 


May I suggest, sir, that you give this serious consideration as we 
shall have to (1) add additional facilities by 1959; (2) plan on housing 
grade nine in some other building; (3) go on double sessions. 


The program of studies and the graduation program have been 
submitted separately and will follow this report. 


The passing grade at our school is 70% and the certifying grade 
is 80.% This means that accredited colleges will not require entrance 
examinations in any subject in which our students have received a 
certifying grade. However, this is not to be confused with the College 
Entrance Examination Board Tests which are being required by a 
greater number of colleges every year. These latter tests are national 
tests which have to be handled entirely by the student and are for the 
purpose of finding out if the individual has the innate ability to do 


academic work at the college level. They are not intended to measure 
his high school achievement. 
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Our annual magazine drive was conducted shortly after school 
opened and was successful because of the efforts of most of the students 
and the cooperation and generosity of the townspeople. We have pur- 
chased a new tape recorder for the commercial department. 


Mrs. M. Louise Kelley is our Dean of Girls. She does an excellent 
job of handling the many problems of our girl students. 


Our basketball team finished the season with a record of 16 wins 
and 6 losses. They placed second in the Tri-County League. They lost 
the Woonsocket Retail Trade Board trophy to Blackstone, and won 
the Dennis W. Howard trophy from Franklin. At this writing our 
present team has won four and lost one. 


The baseball team won 15 and lost 1. They were the Tri-County 
League champions. They all received championship jackets at the 
end of the season. 


Our track team, which is only four years old, almost repeated last 
year’s performance of winning three championships. They again won 
the South Central Massachusetts League cup and the Massachusetts 
Class D State championship. At the Knights of Columbus meet at 
Worcester, they placed second. 


Coach Flynn and all his athletes deserve our congratulations. 


Again this year the local Lions Club honored the basketball team 
with a banquet. Also, the Franco-American Club honored the track 
team with a banquet and established a plaque. It is very gratifying to 
have such civic-minded organizations in our community. ‘We sin- 
cerely thank them for what they are doing for our students. 


The class of 1957 spent their Easter vacation in New York, Wash- 
ington, and Virginia. The students were chaperoned by their advisor, 
Mr. Conlan, and Miss O’Neil. 


Our annual yearbook, “The Epilogue,” was published by the class 
of 1957 under the supervision of the class advisor, Mr. William Conlan. 
Our advertising staff received a very kind reception from the business 
and professional men in our area, and we wish to thank them for their 
generous cooperation. 


In January, we hope to revive our monthly school paper, “The 
Student Voice,” under the sponsorship of the class of 1959. Their 
advisor, Mr. George Stevens, is supervising the project. We wish them 
very good luck. 


Graduation exercises were held on Thursday, June 20, 1957. We 
graduated a class of 29 members. Twelve of these students graduated 
with honors. 


Our present plans call for Senior exercises to take place during 
the week of June 15 as follows: Outing, June 16; Banquet, June 17; 
Class Day, June 18; Graduation, June 19; Commencement Ball, June 20. 


To the people of the Town of Bellingham, the Lions Club, the 
Franco-American Club, the American Legion and its Auxiliary, the 
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Reverend Albert A. Bergeron, and the Parent-Teacher Association, 
we wish to express our thanks for the very fine support given the 
school during the past year. 


In conclusion, I wish to express to you, Mr. Rowe, our appreciation 
for your cooperative supervision and very helpful suggestions and ask 
you to convey to your assistant, Mr. Minichiello, and to the members 
of the School Committee our thanks for their help in making this year 
a very successful one.

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BELLINGHAM SCHOOL NURSING REPORT 1957

May we submit to you the Annual School Nursing Report for the 
year ending December, 1957. 


The schools were visited each week when in session. Registration 
was held at the schools on May 23rd and May 24th. 


During October and November, the School Nurse assisted Dr. 
Harold Shenker with the physical examinations. Grades 1, 4, 7, and 
10 and all boys interested in athletics were included. These findings 
will be included in Dr. Shenker’s report. Notices regarding these 
defects were sent home to parents and guardians by the School Nurse. 


The Norfoik County Health Association started a new program of 
skin testing children in the First and Eleventh Grades for Tuberculosis 
instead of X-raying the senior class as was done in the past. 


The doctors who control the tuberculosis program in the state feel 
that exposure to X-rays when some other method could be used is 
undesirable. This program was carried out in October by Norfolk 
County Hospital personnel, assisted by the School Nurse. The parents 
were most co-operative and almost all of the children in both grades 
were skin tested. 


Antigent Clinics were held in Bellingham schools on April 5th, 
8th, 29th, May 3rd, 21st, and 23rd. Pupils in Grades 1, 6, and 11 with 
signed permission slips were given booster doses; and all the pre- 
school children, whose parents desired it, were done at these clinics. 


A Vaccination Clinic was held on June 7th. Dr. Shenker was 
assisted at this time by the District Nurses. Seventy-five children 
were vaccinated. 


Polio Clinics were conducted by Dr. Harold Shenker, assisted by 
the District Nurses, on January 3rd, 4th, 7th, 8th, 9th, May 13th and 
May 14th. Board members of the District Nursing and volunteer 
workers also assisted. We wish to extend our thanks to all who helped 
make these clinics successful. It was time well spent helping to wipe 
out such a crippling disease. 
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In the early part of the Spring, we had a mild epidemic of chicken 
pox, but during October and November a severe epidemic of the same 
communicable disease followed. Absenteeism in the schools increased 
greatly due to chicken pox and flu, which was prevalent at this time 
also. One case of Scarlet Fever was reported. Sore throats and colds 
were prevalent at intervals. 


Many minor injuries were taken care of; pupils taken ill at school 
were transported to their homes; and calls made throughout the school 
year upon requests of principals and teachers were answered. 


Audiometer and vision testing was done by the School Nurse and 
notices regarding defects were sent home to parents and guardians. 


Pupils were inspected, weighed and measured during the year. 


The following is a report of the work done by the Nurse in her 
visits to schools:

The following is a report of the operation of the Guidance Program 
in the Bellingham schools for the year 1957. 


The goal of the program, through organized guidance services, is 
to assist the individual student to obtain the maximum educational 
benefits available in the Bellingham schools. With this direction the 
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individual is enable to become a better citizen of his school, community 
and country. 


The program is concerned with the whole child and consequently 
his whole school background. Records, test results, health informa- 
tion, achievement scores, all are important in providing information 
for effective counseling.
